As Treasurer, she succeeds Dorothy Andrews Kabis who died July 3 
of a heart attack 
As treasurer, a nonpolicv making post. Mrs Banuelos will sign all 
U. S. currency. She will be the sixth woman and the 34th person to hold 
the position when conf irmed by the Senate. 
During a ceremony in his oval office. Nixon announced the 
appointment with Treasury Secretary John B Connally on hand 
Nixon said he thought it was ‘quite significant'' that the first 
woman of Mexican-American background should be appointed as 
treasurer when the President comes from California and the 
secretary from Texas —two states with strong Mexican American 
ties. 
The President asked Mrs Banuelos, who sat beside him and wore a 
purple and white print dress, it she had decided how she wanted her 
name to appear “ on the money.” 
He then borrowed a piece of paper and was handed a blue felt pen by 
Connally and asked Mrs Banuelos to sign her name as it would appear

Tax credit 
policy to 
be rewritten

the new plan would be more or less 
generous toward business. 
Nixon proposed that businesses be 
allowed a 10 per cent tax credit for 
new equipment purchased after 
Aug. 15, when he announced his 
economic plan. The credit would be 
reduced to 5 per cent next Aug. 15. 
The Ways and Means committee 
decided tentatively that a flat single 
rate would be better than a two-tier 
system, but did not immediately set 
a figure, according to Rep John W. 
Byrnes, R-Wis., the committee s 
ranking Republican. 
The 
figure 
most 
frequently 
mentioned in speculation about a 
single rate is 7 per cent 
The credit amounts to a discount 
on purchases of new equipment as a 
way of stimulating production 
Nixon's proposal would cost the 
Treasury $2.7 billion in the fiscal 
year ending next July 1 Reducing 
the credit would lower the revenue 
loss this fiscal year 
The head of the United Auto 
Workers, 
Leonard 
Woodcock, 
charged before another committee 
that Nixon s economic program 
reflects 
a 
perverse 
sense 
of 
national priorities ' that will make 
the rich richer at the expense of the 
poor. 


Woodcock, testifying before the 
House-Senate 
E c o n o m ic 
Committee, 
urged 
Congress 
to 
reject almost all of the President s 
program 
and 
to 
enact instead 
legislation to hold down prices and 
to give consumers a share of the tax- 
cut “ windfall 
that he said the plan 
proposes for business. 
Woodcock supported only three ol 
the facts of Nixon's program repeal 
of the “ discriminatory 
7 per cent 
auto excise tax, the Moating of the 
dollar in international trade, and the 
temporary 
10 per 
cent import 
surcharge. 


The rest of the program “ is a 
confession of the 
failure of the 
administration’s previous economic 
policies and is “ equally misguided ' 
Woodcock said. 
“ It will have little, it any effect in 
reducing the present 
intolerable 
level of unemployment.” he said 
“ It is rife with inequities. And it 
reflects a perverse sense ol national 
priorities....”

the 
Egyptians 
will 
resume fire on the (Suez» Canal.” 
Israel Armed Forces Chief of 
Staff Lt Gen. Haim Bar-Lev said 
"it is possible ... our enemies will 
renew the fighting, in which case we 
shall need to continue to stand firm 
and smite them...” 
In Cairo, the mass-circulation

18 fuel storage tanks blown up 


PHNOM 
PENH 
(U P I)—Communist 
sappers 
crossed flooded rice paddies in sampans today and 
used plastic satchel charges to blow up 18 huge fuel 
storage tanks on the outskirts of Phnom Penh But 
Cambodian authorities said the nation's military 
supplies were not hurt 
It was the first Communist attack on the capital 
since June 16 and the roaring fires two miles from the 
heart of the city drove hundreds of Phnom Penh 
residents from their homes. Four guards at the Esso 
and Shell storage area were slam by the sappers. 
Cambodian authorities at first said 25 per cent of 
the nation's civilian luel supplies were destroyed, 
raising the prospect of fuel rationing for the populace. 
But later the fires spread and other tanks blew up and 
they would say only that "considerable” amounts 
were lost. 


The attack on Phnom Penh s outskirts coincided 
with outbreaks of heavy fighting in South Vietnam. 
A force of 400 to 500 Communist sappers assaulted 
three South Vietnamese positions at Tay Ninh on the 
Cambodian border 50 miles northwest of Saigon. 
Saigon authorities said 21 government troops were 
killed and 64 wounded in the ensuing battles and that 
the Communists lost 52 known dead and 7 captured. 
The other heavy fighting was reported in the U Minh 
Forest, a vast swampland 145 miles south of Saigon in 
the Mekong Delta and known as “ The Forest of 
Darkness. 
The Saigon government said at least 91 
more Communists were slain in fighting Sunday and 
today, raising to 398 the number of North Vietnamese 
and Viet Cong reported killed in the past week. 
Government losses were announced as 111 men killed 
and 130 wounded.

Military: all voluntary force remains just a distant dream

torces that an all voluntary military remains, tor now. a

The signs ot trouble already are appearing in the Army, 
the only service directly dependent on the draft tor new 
men 
. 
Even it a new draft law were enacted immediately, the 
Army would have to raid I S based units early next year to 
get enough trained men to meet priority requirements 
overseas, both in Vietnam and in the North Atlantic treaty 
Organization ' NATO»countries 
The other services and the National Guard and 
Reserves 
depend only indirectly on the draft as the 
motivation behind up to halt of their enlistments The Navy 
and the Air Force have topped their enlistment goals and 
the Marines with a uniquely tough recruiting ap­ 


proach also have done well since the old drait law expired 
June 30. 
But as waiting lists dwindle and recruiting gets harder 
they. too. eye continuation of a no-dratt situation with 
increasing alarm 
Since June 30 the draft law has been tied up in Congress. 
At present it has received the blessings of the House, but 
has yet to win Senate approval. 
Two major hurdles were crossed in the Senate last week 
when an attempt to get tougher wording in favor of 
withdrawal from Vietnam was voted down, and when 
President Nixon, bowing to pressure from some senators, 
agreed to back a move later this year to increase by $300 
million a $2.4 billion military pay raise in the bill 
This week the administration will take on an attempt by 
other senators to end the draft completely now, rather than 
in mid-1973 when Nixon wants to achieve an all-volunteer 


force The feeling in the Pentagon and on Capitol Hill is that 
this third major threat to the draft also will be overcome 
and that the bill will pass. 
. 
Taken together, the three Senate challenges might have 
tied up the draft renewal until at least January. That could 
have meant shortages of 18,000 men—or about 25 infantry 
battalions—in the Army, 7,000 men in the Air Force and 
almost 10,000 men in the Navy. 
Now this much delay appears unlikely. Even so, the draft 
may not get cranked up until almost November. 
For the Armv that, in itself , will mean a shortage of up to 
13,000 trained men early next year since basic training 
requires five months. The Army will take up this slack 
primarily by temporarily shorting the NATO-oriented 2nd 
Armored Division at Ft. Hood, Tex., and perhaps the 4th 
Infantry Division at Ft. Carson, Colo., and the 1st Infantry 
Division at Ft. Riley, Kan. 


It is, defense officials feel, a shortage they can live with. 
Were draft renewal blocked completely, however, the 
military sees only a grim outlook for U.S. defense 
preparedness. 


Already the National Guard and the Reserves in 16 states 
have exhausted the long waiting lists built up when many 
youths wanted to escape being drafted and serving in 
Vietnam. Waiting lists in other states are dwindling fast, 
and often 10 on the list must be contacted to fill one 
vacancy. 
So far as enlistments are concerned, the Army feels it 
might be 140,000 men short by mid-summer ot 1972 and 
almost 400,000 men short by mid-1973. That would mean a 
force of 560,000 men-roughly half the number today. Bases 
would close and NATO commitments would be seriously 
threatened.

George R. Moscone of San 
Francisco

Speaker Bob Moretti of Van 
Nuys. 
Democratic sources say 
Moscone would like a “ free 
ride" to enable him to run 
for governor without giving 
up his seat. Moretti, who 
would also like to run for 
governor, believes its only 
fair they should both go for 
broke. 
Moscone, 
41, 
is 
now 
serving his second four-year 
term, which expires in 1974 
If he officially enters the 
gubernatorial race, which 
he says he will, he must 
surrender his Senate seat. 
To avoid such a fate, 
Moscone 
has 
asked 
colleagues 
drafting 
a 
reapportionment 
plan 
to 
give him a new numbered 
district and one which will 
require him to run for re- 
election next year, even 
though he won his second 
term in 1970. 
The strategy, the sources 


say, is to provide him with a 
four-vear term beginning in 
1972 and a “ free ride" in 
1974. 
If 
he 
loses 
the 
Democratic 
nomination,

Firefighter trapped, burned to death 


BANNING (UPIi—A young firefighter leading a four- 
man squad against a San Bernardino National Forest brush 
tire died Sunday night of burns received in one of five 
mountain blazes striking Southern California during the 
weekend 
Robert Miller. 21, a U.S. Forest Service foreman, died of 
third-degree burns over 90 per cent of his body after being 
trapped by flames in the 600acre lire two miles south of 
here in Riverside County. 
Gusty winds and a steadily dropping humidity primed the 
brush-covered Southern California 
mountains to an 
extremely dangerous state as a moderate Santa Ana 
condition prevailed Three ol the tires erupted Sunday; by 
nightfall each of them and a fourth in Ventura County were 
controlled or contained 
Some 150 firelighters dispatched to the Little Tujunga 
fire in the Angeles National Forest remained overnight 
north of Foothill Boulevard to prevent flare-ups in the 250- 
acre blaze there. 
One of live water-bombing helicopters used against the 


fire made a crash landing and was disabled during a routine 
refill trip No one was hurt as the tail rotor scraped the 
ground. 
The Tuiunga Canyon blaze, near Mendenhall Peak, 
covered chaparral charred in 1965 and Sunday threatened 
the Hathaway Home for Boys, an orphanage less than a 
mile from thè fire. Evacuation plans were cancelled when 
the threat diminished. 
As air temperatures warmed to the high 80s in the 
mountains, firemen battled a 90-acre blaze which vaulted 
California 18 near cabm-filled Waterman Canyon and 
blazed within six miles of San Bernardino. 
Traffic clogged on the closed highway from Crestline to 
the valley floor for six hours. No structures were burned 
A force of 300 men from the Ventura and Los Angeles 
County departments and the state forestry division con­ 
trolled a 300-acre brushfire in the rugged hills near 
Newbury Park in Ventura County. 
Flames which began Saturday abutted U.S. Highway 101, 
the freeway northbound from Los Angeles.

Owners in 
mild panic

NEW YORK (U P I) —Bob Short, the financially strapped 
owner of the wallowing Washington Senators, has little 
choice anymore. 
He has even less time. 
“Unless I sell or move,” he says, "I'm bankrupt. Wipe 
out. It s as simple as that. ” 
The American League is alarmed not so much by Bob 
Short's plight as by the plight of the Senators. The degree of 
alarm among the other AL owners is in direct proportion to 
how much the Washington crisis affects them and since 
they 
necessarily 
must 
all 
be 
affected 
financially, 
logistically and perhaps even legally in the end, they're now 
in a state of what can only be described as mild panic. 
Unsure on Vote 
A meeting is being held in Boston tomorrow at which the 
owners will listen further to Short's problems. 
There's a report kicking around Short already has the 
nine votes necessary to move his franchise.Nothing could 
be further from the truth. Some ot the AL owners I have 
talked to still aren't sure how they are going to vote. 
“ How can anybody say I have this or that amount of votes 
when I'm not even sure that 1 11 ask to move Tuesday?” 
Short said. 
The owners are bound to hear what they already know 
—that Bob Short, having tried for three years, can no longer 
operate in the city of Washington. 
The owners will go over all the f igures again 
Attendance Declined 
They will take note of how Short paid $9.5 million for the 
Senators in 1968, out-bidding a group headed by comedian 
Bob Hope, and how he has either lost the $3 million he says 
he has in that time or how maybe his arithm etic is faulty. 
One set of figures cannot be disputed. The attendance fi­ 
gures. The Senators, with Ted Williams as their new 
manager, drew 918,106 in 1969, Short's first year ot 
operation. They slipped to 824,789 last year. This year they 
figure to wind up somewhere below 700,000 even with Denny 
McLain and that brief bow Curt Flood took before retiring 
to sunny Majorca 
From the first moment he bought the Senators, Bob Short 
always said he wanted to keep them in Washington. 
Some of those who kept shooting arrows at him merely 
laughed and said white man speaks with forked tongue but I 
never really found Short to be that way. There were those 
who believed he wanted to move the Senators from the very 
start but I think his actions belied that. He went to 
considerable trouble and expense trying to create an image 
in Washington for a man supposedly bent on transferring 
the franchise elsewhere. 


He kept seeking three things. 
A suitable TV-radio package, which he never got; local 
bank financing in Washington, which he couldn t get either, 
and a Kennedy Stadium lease he could af ford The last tim e 
I heard he hadn t gotten that either. 
Now as I understand it, Dallas-FortW orth interests have 
offered Short a way out. 
Prim arily, he would get a TV-radio package that for all 
practical purposes would help him repay the loan he 
received to buy the Senators and he d also get the kind of 
lease he could live with, meaning one where he's begun 
paying after his club drew one million people. 
Sentiment for Capital 
Moreover, Turnpike Stadium in Arlington. Tex., would be 
remodeled to accommodate 35.000 by next season if the 
Senators were to move and then if the interest in the club so 
indicated, the park eventually would be abandoned and a 
brand new one built. 
“ Right now,” says a friend of Short, “ he's a guy in hell 
with an opportunity to go to heaven Only it looks like they 
want to keep him in hell. ” 
That many be an oversimplification of the facts although 
it's fairly obvious that the m ajority of the comm ittee set up 
to study the Senators problems seems dedicated to keep 
them in Washington no m atter what. 
The committee is composed of Bowie Kuhn, the commis­ 
sioner, Joe Cronin, the AL president, and Short. 
Kuhn has a natural sentimentality for Washington. He 
was born there, lived there and worked behind the 
scoreboard once at old Griffith Stadium 
Besides, he’s 
concerned about possible congressional action in the event 
the Senators depart. 
NL Club Might Come In 
Cronin also has a warm spot for Washington He made his 
reputation there as a shortstop and manager with the 
Senators He also feels if they leave the city a National 
League club might move in 
The notion generally has prevailed that inasmuch as 
Washington is the nation's capital there should always be a 
major league franchise there 
I can understand that feeling which is shared by others in 
baseball and I say this: if they feel so strongly about it. they 
ought to buy the Senators from Short and keep it in 
Washington. Failing that, they ought to let him move the 
Senators to Dallas-Fort Worth. 
Why not? Hasn t Washington sultered with them long en­ 
ough ?

Benevolent despot 
in tennis outfit

INCLINE VILLAGE, Nev. 
—(NEA)—The tennis pro is 
tall and blond and trim in 
his all-white uniform. His 
high-pitched metallic voice 
peals with authority. Dennis 
Van Der Meer knows what 
he’s doing—educating people 
to play tennis. 
Dennis is the benevolent 
despot for the 12 couples 
who’ve come to his Tennis 
America clinic high in the 
High Sierras on the pine- 
lined shores of Lake Tahoe. 
Some of them flew in from 
as far as Seattle. He has 
them banging serves, lobs, 
volleys, slices and spins all 
weekend. 
They are captive pupils, a 
small segment of 24 among 
the 11 million who have be­ 
come a d d i c t e d to tennis. 
That’s only one million shy 
of the figure claimed by golf. 
Tennis camps and clinics, 
from Virginia to Texas to 
California, are la nouvelle 
vogue in the resurging game 
which fits the tempo of the 
times for accelerated rec­ 
reation. One hour on the 
courts equals more than five 
on the links for sweat and 
m u s c l e tone. And Dennis 
carries a reputation as one 
of the most astute teachers 
of the sport. Billy Jean King, 
for one, blossomed into a 
reigning women’s player un­ 
der his tutelage and has 
taught right along with him 
in places such as Hawaii. 
“There are only two or 
three professionals in the 
United States,’’ says Dennis, 
“ who can teach aaults prop­ 
erly and show them how to 
enjoy the full spectrum of 


the game. Unless you’re ab­ 
sorbing tactics as well as 
strokes, you’re always going 
to be a schlemiel.” 


“Schlemiel?” It s o u n d s 
odd r o l l i n g off D e n n i s ’ 
t o n g u e , which p h r a s e s 
sounds in a half-Dutch, half- 
E n g l i s h accent. He is a 
South African who was born 
in the Kalahari D e s e r t , 
where his father was a mis­ 
sionary. At 16, Dennis was 
the second-best junior player 
on the African continent, 
using an unorthodox fore­ 
hand slice, and then he met 
an emigre Czech tennis pro 
who refashioned his game 
and his life. 
“What the bugger did,” 
says Dennis, “was make me 
technically s o u n d but so 
enamored by technique that 
my game was ruined.” He 
turned teaching pro at 20, 
and here he is 17 years later 
(he came to the U n i t e d 
States a decade ago as a 
guest instructor on a Cali­ 
fornia t e n n i s ranch and 
stayed), shaking his head 
dolefully at the schlemiels. 
Dennis has b e c o m e the 
supercritic of t e n n i s , the 
way she isn’t supposed to be 
played. Samples: 
“I despise the w e e k e n d 
doubles player who, on re­ 
turn of service, always in­ 
sists on d r i l l i n g the net 
player. That’s no way to en­ 
joy the game . . . 
“The upsurge in tennis in­ 
terest has been at the adult 
level only. The kids don’t 
get a fair shake. At the col­ 
lege level, the facilities are 
tremendous; at the school 
level, they’re horrendous . . . 
“As l e i s u r e time in­ 
creases, more people are in­ 
volved in tennis, but it hasn’t 
raised the caliber of play. 
Adults have to learn that the 
way you play better is to 
practice. Even the duffer in 
golf, practices. Not just go 
out there and say, ‘First 
one in.’ . . .

States look for w inners in lotteries 


NEW Y O R K - lN E A ) - I t 
is all a little too good to be 
true: 
You can help keep 
taxes lower, improve your 
community’s schools 
a n d 
maybe win $1 million all in 
one tidy operation. 
The process is called a 
state lottery. It used to be 
called anathem a 
but 
now 
five states -- New H am p­ 
shire. New York, New J e r ­ 
sey, Connecticut and Penn­ 
sylvania-have passed laws 
creating state lotteries and 
at least one more, M assa­ 
chusetts. has a lottery bill 
pending in its legislature. 
All the state lotteries have 
to contend with what E d ­ 
ward J. Powers, executive 
director of the New Ilamp- 
shire Sweepstakes Commis­ 
sion, calls "the ridiculous 
and a r c h a i c restrictions” 
placed on them by federal 
law, which prohibits use of 
the mail to conduct lottery 
business, 
bars 
out-of-state 
sales and bans radio-TV ad­ 
vertising of lotteries. 
But 
the states that have operat­ 
ing 
lotteries 
are 
making 
money nevertheless — New 
Jersey exj>ects to end its 
first year of lottery opera­ 
tion in December with gross 
.'«ales of $125 to $140 million 
for 12 months, with at least 
30 per cent of that going to 
the state’s schools 
Lotteries have existed at 
least since the days of Au- 
gihstus, who used a drawing 
to round up money for im ­ 
perial Koman building proj­ 
ects 
In 
B r i t a i n , Queen 
Élizabeth I backed a lottery 
Ui 1569 and by the 17th cen­ 
tury lotteries had become 
l>opular in Europe and had 
been 
transmitted all 
over 
the world 
Despite the fact that there 
is no explicit Biblical injunc­ 
tion against gambling, how­ 
ever, It always carried a cer­ 
tain tint of immorality, par­ 
ticularly among Protestants, 
who looked askance at get­ 
ting something for nothing.

rier in 1964 In the interven­ 
ing years, the state has net­ 
ted $11 million and survived 
four referenda on the lottery, 
which won the last vote by 
a 6-1 margin. 
New H am pshire’s success­ 
ful example inspired interest 
among o t h e r slates that 
needed extra money, which 
is most of them 
In 1967, New York got into 
the game, amidst predictions 
that the state would earn 
$100 million a year for its 
educational s y s t e m . Even 
though t h o s e predictions 
proved exaggerated —- the 


l)i*.st year so far brought in 
$32 5 million profit 
New' 
York's experiences are serv­ 
ing as lessons for o t li e r 
states. 


"I don’t know t h a t we 
really made that many m is­ 
takes,” says 
Ernest Bird, 
director of the New York 
lottery since its inception. 
"With everything new you 
have to have an educational 
process and we were learn 
ing.” 
New York s t a r t e d w ith 
tickets sold at $2 and $3. 
drawings held once a month 
and little flexibility allowed 
by the state laws that c re ­ 
ated the lottery The success 
of neighboring New Je rse y ’s 
lottery 
however, 
has 
led 
Bird to s e e k "a broader 
based m arket and faster a c ­ 
tion." so in January New 
York will liegin selling 50- 
cent tickets and liegin week- 


ly drawings, all coordinated 
by computer. 


New York and New H am p­ 
shire studies show the a v er­ 
age lottery participant is 30 
to 59 years old. makes from 
$7,.500 to $15,000 a year and 
is a high school graduate, 
which 
would 
counter 
the 
anti-lottery 
argument 
that 
the poor flock to lotteries. 


Moral criticism of lotteries 
per se al.so seems to have 
weakened in New York. Bird 
says, and in Massachusetts, 
where b o t h houses of the 
.«itate legislature have passed 
a lottery bill by sizable m a r­ 
gins and are now conferring 
o v e r 
differences, 
it 
has 
ceased to be an issue. 


Bep. William MacLean Jr.. 
chairm an of the M assachu­ 
setts H 0 u s e Government 
Regulations Committee, de­ 
scribes the situation: 


"The only argum ent now 
is who will control the ad­ 
ministration of the lottery, 
the governor or the legisla­ 
ture. and where the money 
will go, real estate or educa­ 
tion. The only moral opposi­ 
tion has come from a few 
Bible Belt types.” 


The lotteries have never­ 
theless 
been 
scruplous 
in 
avoiding even hints of co r­ 
ruption and as they g i v e 
away prizes ranging up to $1 
million, in maintaining noble 
goals 
for 
their 
p r o f i t s . 
(Pennsylvania, w h o s e lot­ 
tery is* due to begin opera­ 
tion next July, will .set aside 
part of its profits for helping 
needy older persons.) 


With federal laws barring 
out-of-state sales of lottery 
tickets, the field is open for 
the 45 states without existing 
operations. 
But Bird, who 
has learned by experience, 
has some advice for state 
lottery operators: "You have 
to be careful to structure the 
lottery according to the eco­ 
nomic. social and geograph­ 
ic conditions of your own 
state and you should not 
create s u c h a tight legal 
structure that the lottery ad ­ 
ministration can ’t move with­ 
out legislative approval.” 
Something else for lottery 
adm inistrators to keep 
in 
mind, however, is a com ­ 
ment m ade by a New Jersey 
official who preferred to rè­ 
ni a i n anonymous: 
"I.e t’s 
face it. the instinct fur greed 
is far more powerful than 
soi'ial concern."

This time she heard more. 
Tests showed Larry was a 
learning-disabled child. She 
would have to get outside 
help for him. If she didn’t, 
this school would not be able 
to keep her son. 
Outside help? What kind’’ 
Where? Why Larry when he 
was so intelligent? 
Lloyd Thompson, profes­ 
sor emeritus at the Univer­ 
sity of North Carolina, has 
this to say about the lively 
Larrys: 
“Because he’s as intelli 
gent as other children, a 
child with a specific learning 
handicap is especially frus­ 
trated with his inability to 
learn, and it can warp his 
whole life." 
But who is to diagnose and 
treat the thousands of bright, 
hyperactive L a r r y s ? The 
family doctor is the first 
port of call. He may decide 
on a holding action, and try 
pills for the control of hyper­ 
kinetic behavior. He may 
prescribe behavior modifica­ 
tion drugs, the kind that 
were used in the O m a h a 
schools. And he may select 
one of three kinds: Tranquil- 
zers, mood c h a n g e r s or 
message blockers. 
TRANQUILIZERS, such as 
Raudixin, are used to “dilute 
the emotions." With tempers 
lowered, the young Larrys 
become more receptive, gen­ 
erally, and more able, pos­ 
sibly, to attend to lessons. 
MOOD C H A N G E R S are 
antidepressant drugs, some­ 
times prescribed for neuro- 
logically depressed children. 
Two of these are the well 
known Tofranil and Aventyl. 
They 
decrease 
irritability, 
impatience and e x c e s s i v e 
fidgeting. 
M E S S A G E BLOCKERS 
are the amphetamines and 
Ritalin. These block out nag­ 
ging feelings of restlessness. 


hunger and tiredness. Says 


San Marino’s Leon Oettin- 
ger, noted pediatrician who 
specializes in treating chil­ 
dren with learning problems. 
“These drugs, in some man­ 
ner still in dispute, make the 
brain function better." 


Drugs, however, do not 
c o n s t i t u t e a cure-all for 
bright nonlearners. It’s true 
that a highly emotional child 
may be slowed down so his 
behavior no longer interferes 
with his studies. But, if his 
learning p r o b l e m s stem 
from neurological and per­ 
ceptual handicaps, he will 
continue to be learning-dis­ 
abled. 
The U.S. 
Public Health 
Service advises parents of 
such children to take them 
to a diagnostic learning cen­ 
ter. The newly f o u n d e d 
American Academy for Hu­ 
man Development in Dallas 
lists 25 m e m b e r units in 
places ranging from Balti­ 
more to St. Petersburg to 
Banff, Canada. 
In the heavily populated 
New Y o r k area, help is 
available at the Learning 
Disabilities Unit in Coney 
Island Hospital, the Learn­ 
ing Rehabilitation Service in 
Maimonides Medical Center, 
and the New York Institute 
for Child Development. And 
the Institutes for Human De- 
v e l o p m e n t , home of the 
D 0 m a n-Delacato program, 
are in Philadelphia. 
These centers operate in 
various ways. At, for exam­ 
ple, thé New York Institute 
for Child Development, Jun­ 
ior is tested for three days. 
Mental and m o t o r i c re­ 
s p o n s e s are investigated. 
Brain waves are studied, 
sugar tolerance tests ana­ 
lyzed. 
Dr. Alan Levin, medical 
d i r e c t o r of the Institute, 
alerts parents to the differ­ 
ence between symptoms and 
c a u s e s . He explains how 
l e a r n i n g disabilities may 


stem from biochemical as 
well as physiological causes. 
• P H Y S I O L O G I C A L 
causes are responsible for 
perceptual handicaps. Says 
Dr. Levin. “My experience 
has shown that young chil­ 
dren, who were unduly con­ 
fined to playpens, or other­ 
wise restrained, were de­ 
p r i v e d of the many hours 
of creeping and crawling 
that are required for the 
step-by-step development of 
the central nervous system." 
The result? Poor develop­ 
ment of sensory and percep­ 
tual organization. To correct 
this, he advises a structured 
home program of increas­ 
i n g l y 
sophisticated exer­ 
cises: Junior is to practice 
creeping and crawling daily, 
as needed. He is to engage 
in sensory stimulation expe­ 
riences to strengthen eye 
and muscle coordination. 


• BIOCHEMICAL causes, 
such as nutritional depriva­ 
tion, may be responsible for 
poor m e n t a l functioning. 
Allan Cott, consulting psy­ 
chiatrist at the i n s t i t u t e , 
discounts psychotherapy for 
1 e a r n i n g-d i s a b 1 ed chil- 
who 
are nutritionally

prived. I n s t e a d , he pre­ 
scribes a high-protein diet 
and megavitamin therapy. 
Massives doses of vitamins 
B2, B3, B6, C and E, he 
claims, have produced near­ 
spectacular results in some 
c a s e s . Hyperactivity less­ 
ened.

So you want 
to be...

Many young readers seek 
suggestions “that will help 
me have a successful job in­ 
terview." 
The President’s Council on 
Youth Opportunity provides 
many helpful tips in a new 
booklet 
entitled 
“ Looking 
for a Job.” It stresses that 
“the interview is your first 
contact with a prospective 
employer and therefore is 
very 
important," 
making 
the following points: 
1. Be frank with the inter- 
viewer. 
If yon have any 
special skills, t a l e n t s or 
hobbies tell him about them. 


2. Don’t go overboard try­ 
ing to impress the interview­ 
er, for you can turn him off 
if you come on too strong. 


3. Dress moderately; the 
personnel officer 
may 
be 
with it, but most likely he 
won’t dig the latest mod 
fashions in the office. 
4. Be on time and don’t 
take anyone with you: em ­ 
ployers have very little time 
for 
people 
who 
are 
not 
prompt and cannot stand on 
their own two feet. 
5. Find out a little about 
the prospective employer's 
business before going to the 
interview. You’ll have a bet­ 
ter idea of what the employ­ 
er is looking for and it will 
help make your conversation 
with 
the 
interviewer 
go 
more smoothly. 
As the booklet notes, if 
your first attempt at getting 
a job is not successful, don't 
give up—keep trying 
Ask 
local businessmen if they 
can offer yoit* a job. 
If the 
ones you talk to can't help 
you perhaps they can give 
vou a lead on someone who 
can. 
Also ask your friends who 
already have jobs to tell you 
how they got them. 
Ask your parents to help, 
ask at church, and be sure 
to check want ads in the 
newspapers. 
If you are still in school, 
one way to keep money in 
your pocket is to get a part- 
time job. Restaurants, thea­ 
ters, grocery stores, super- 
m a r k e t s , drive-ins and 
many other places of busi­ 
ness need workers during 
the evening hours. Inciden­ 
tally, it’s also a good idea to 
ask your summer employer 
if he can keep you on dur­ 
ing the school year on a 
part-time basis. 


You may not be able to 
work after school because 
vou are on some athletic 
team or because you have 
duties at home.

Has anyone never had a headache? 


(Fourth in a series.)

NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
Sharp, throbbing, dull, pierc­ 
ing, dizzying. All are adjec­ 
tives describing what physi­ 
cians call cephalagia Those 
who suffer from this mal­ 
ady, however, refer to it 
simply as “ headache." No 
American can claim he has 
never had one. 
That’s whv in 1969 more 
than $100 million was spent 
on aspirin and nearly $350 
million for combinations of 
aspirin with other pain re­ 
lievers. and the figures keep 
rising. The majority of these 
medications is used to fight 
headache. Ironically, some 
headaches are a c t u a l l y 
caused by overdoses of as­ 
pirin. 
“ Headache is probably the 
commonest symptom about 
which a patient complains to 
his doctor." says Dr. Arnold 
F r i e d m a n a neurologist* 
psychiatrist who is chief of 
the Headache Unit at New 
York’s Monteliore Hospital. 


Some people h a v e mild 
headaches every once in a 
while, he explains. 
Among 
ether things, these can come 
from hunger, tension, stress, 
fatigue 
or

usually deal with these oc­ 
casional headaches by rest­ 
ing, eating, or avoiding the 
food or activity that brings 
them on 


Perhaps the most impor­ 
tant fact about headache, ac­ 
cording to the U.S. Public 
Health Service is t h a t it 
“can be the symptom—per­ 
haps the first warning—of a 
s e r i o u s condition which 
probably could be controlled 
if detected early.” 
The PHS warns against 
“ masking" or removing the 
warning day after day with 
painkillers. Aspirin, for ex­ 
ample. “ drops a mask be­ 
tween a headache and its 
cause." Because of this cov­ 
ering 
up 
of 
a 
recurring 
symptom, “ you may pass 
the point of easy control," 
PHS warns in their pam­ 
phlet “H e a d a c h e s—Hope 
Through Research. 
Some of the types of head­ 
aches that are alarm signals 
lor 
prompt 
and thorough 
medical checkup are: 
• S u d d e n , severe head­ 
ache “ out of the blue." 
• H e a d a c h e associated 
with fever. 
• H e a d a c h e associated 
with convulsions. 
• Headache accompanied 
by confusion or lessening of 
consciousness. 


• Headache 
following 
a 
blow on the head, 
• H e a d a c h e associated 
with local pain in the eye, 
ear or elsewhere. 
• Headaches in older per­ 
sons previously free of them. 
• Recurring headaches in 
children. 
• Headaches t h a t inter­ 


fere with normal living. 


Dr. 
Friedman 
estimates 
that 10 to 12 per cent of the 
people in this country suffer 
from 
migraine 
headaches, 
but only about half of them 
seek help. He defines the 
migraine as “periodic, re­ 
c u r r i n g headaches which 
usually, but not always af­ 
fect one-half of the head, 
and are associated with loss 
of appetite, nausea and are 
sometimes preceded by dou­ 
ble vision, flashing lights. 
Family history of migraines 
may also be a factor.’ 
When an individual who 
suffers from migraine head­ 
aches feels the “ aura” of 
one coming on, he can help 
repel the attack by lying 
down in a dark, quiet room 
or immediately taking the 
medications his doctor has 
prescribed. 
Other kinds of headaches 
classified by the P u b l i c 
Health Service are: 


• The weekend headache, 
which “can result from an 


extra rush to finish Friday 
work, followed by too much 
letdown.” TO AVOID IT. 
“ try easing your schedule 
before the weekend or holi­ 
day and getting up for regu­ 
lar meals on Saturday and 
Sunday, e v e n though you 
rest again later. Personality 
conflicts, smoke, bad ven­ 
tilation, lack of sleep and 
too much alcohol are invita­ 
tions to headache.” 


the other side of the coin. 
TO AVOID IT, try “ activi­ 
ties which provide a moder­ 
ate change, or a moderate 
quantity 
of 
c o m p l e t e 
change.” 


• Coffee-hunger headache 
strikes heavy coffee drinkers 
if they miss a usual cup. TO 
AVOID IT, drink coffee or 
eat a caffeine tablet. “How­ 
ever, such individuals would 
be wiser to taper off their 
coffee drinking until t h e y 
are 
no 
longer 
dependent 
upon it.” 


• Hangover headache “in­ 
volves physical factors, such 
as the swelling of blood ves­ 
sels, a tolerance to alcohol 
which varies greatly in dif­ 
ferent persons, and an ap­ 
parent sensitivity to some 
chemical by-product of some 
drinks.” TO A V O I D IT, 
drink less or stop drinking. 


• Allergy headache “may 
be moderate and accompan­ 
ied with swollen, runny nose, 
sneezing . . . It may be con­ 
fused with a sinus-infection 
headache or certain forms of 
migraine.” TO AVOID IT. 
see your physican for treat­ 
ment of your allergy. 


These forms of headache 
can be avoided simply or 
t r e a t e d easily. But' Dr. 
Friedman warns that "the 
individual who has headache 
enough 
that 
it 
interferes 
with his function, should see 
a doctor immediately.”
